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BACKGROUND 

The U.K. drafted Presidential Statement will be discussed in 
the Council today. The hope is to vote it on Friday, along with 
the International Tribunal Resolution. 

The statement is comprehensive endorsement of all the 
recommendations and observations in the SYG report. It was 
discussed in the working group yesterday. As in Tuesday's 
discussion of the SYG report, the working group was in relative 
agreement on all the major points in the Statement. We were able 
to insert our only addition — a request for more information on 
UNAMIR's new police training role. Paragraph 7 contains two sets 
of bracketed text on the status of the International Tribunal 
Resolution (depending on the status of the Resolution when the 
Statement is formally adopted). 

TALKING POINTS 

o I want to thank the U.K. delegation for this most 
comprehensive and clear Presidential Statement. 

o I understand that the working group reflected the previous 
consensus of the Council. I believe we are all in agreement 
on the major issues facing Rwanda and UN operations in the 
region. 

o I am pleased to see that the Statement reflects the report's 
praise for the new Rwandan Government's efforts to promote 
reconciliation and refugee repatriation — as well as the 
Government's response to recent allegations of atrocities'. 

o The report also notes the need to separate former government 
soldiers and political leaders from the other refugees in the 
camps . 
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I'm pleased to see that it requests a prompt report from the 
joint working group exploring this issue. The Council cannot 
delay much longer in addressing this most critical problem of 
security in the camps.. 

The Statement also rightly reminds neighboring countries of 
their ultimate duty to promote stability in the camps. In 
this context, the call for a regional conference is another 
important step. 

Finally, the Statement also stresses the importance of the 
speedy deployment of all human rights monitors. This aspect 
is crucial to promoting a secure environment inside Rwanda 
and giving refugees the confidence to return. 

In this regard, I hope the Government of Rwanda will do all 
that it can to enable the UN radio station to begin 
broadcasting — now that we, along with the UK, have provided 
the necessary personnel and equipment. 
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The Security Council has considered the Secretary-General's, 
progress report on the United Nations Assistance Mission for 
Rwanda (UNAMIR) (S/1994/1133) . The Council stresses the 
importance it attaches to the role of UNAMIR, whose neutral and 
independent presence is crucial to creating conditions of 
security. It welcomes the Secretary-General's revised deployment 
schedule for UNAMIR which is intended to promote security in all 
sectors of the country and create conditions conducive to the 
return of refugees. It also welcomes the assistance being 
provided by UNAMIR to the Government of Rwanda's efforts to 
establish a new integrated police force. It encourages UNAMIR, to 
continue that assistance and asks the SecretaryrGeneral to 
provide it with detailed information on this programme. 

The Security Council remains extremely concerned at the 
plight of the millions of refugees and displaced persons in 
Rwanda and the countries of the region. It reiterates its view 
that their return to their homes is essential for the 
normalisation of the situation in Rwanda and for the 
stabilisation of the region. It deplores the continuing acts of 
intimidation and violence within the refugee camps which are 
designed to prevent the refugee population there from returning 
home. It welcomes the commitment of the Governments of Zaire, 
Tanzania and Burundi to help resolve the problems facing the 
refugees, and calls upon them to do all in their power to ensure 
the safety both of the refugees and of the international 
personnel providing humanitarian assistance to the refugees. 

The Security Council notes the view expressed in the report 
that the most effective way of ensuring the safety of the 
refugees and their freedom to return to Rwanda would be the 
separation of political leaders, former RGF soldiers and militias 
from the rest of the refugee population, and looks forward to 
receiving a further report from the Secretary-General on this 
issue, as soon as possible, based inter alia on the findings of 
the United Nations team participating in Joint Zairian/United 
Nations working group. It stresses once again the 
responsibilities which fall upon the neighbouring countries 
including that of ensuring that their territories are not used to 
destabilise the situation. 

The return of refugees is also crucially dependent upon the 
situation within Rwanda itself, including the existence of a" 
climate of confidence and the establishment of a more secure 
environment. The Security Council notes the important role human 
rights monitors and their speedy deployment will have in this 
context and notes also the importance of cooperation between them 
and UNAMIR. The Security Council stresses the importance it 
attaches to UNAMIR having an effective broadcasting Bervice to 
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and co-ordinated assistance in particular to the restoration of ' 
civil administration and the reconstruction of the social and 
economic infrastructure of the country. 

The Security Council agrees with the Secretary-General that 
the developments in Rwanda strengthen the case for a broader 
approach to the question of national reconciliation and other key 
aspects of the crisis. It encourages him to continue his 
consultations on how the United Nations can assist in the 
preparation and convening of an international conference to look 
into the problems of the sub- region. 

The Security Council will remain seized of the matter. 
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
